1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach a revolution type actuator having a movable member performing a 
revolution motion with respect to a fixed member. The actuator having a plurality of 
conducting paths which are on a face parallel to a trajectory face of the movable 
member and by which a power supply flows AC currents with a different phase in 
intersecting directions with a mutual phase difference in accordance with an angle at 
which the conducting paths intersect each other. The actuator having a magnetic field 
generator which generates a magnetic field perpendicular to the conducting paths, 
where the movable member revolves due to an electromagnetic force generated by an 
interaction between a current flowing in the conducting paths and the magnetic field 
generated by said magnetic field generator.
